Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 9.— Five 


American warships at 5:30 o'clock Tues- 
day morning began to shell th>» fortifi- 
cations of Caimanera, on the bay of 
Guantanamo, which cuts into the south- 
ern coast of Santiago province,., east of 
the city of Santiago. Many Spaniards 
p.re reported to have been killed. 


The Americans' fire was most effective, 


driving the Spanish gunners in conster- 
nation from the defense of their works, 
and then from the town of Caimanera! 
In which they took refuge. The inhabi- 
tants of that place also joined in the 
rout. 


As the walls of the fortifications be- 


gan to tumble upon them, the Spanish 
gunners dasarted their posts of duty jind 
fan to the town, which was in a state 
of high excitement. With the silencing 
of the forts a still greater panic fell upon 
the residents of Caimanera, who feared 
the Americans would complete their 
work by destroying the town, and there 
was a general movement to places of 
^afety.

town, if necessary, to prevent thoJVmerJ- 
cans from profiting by its occupation.

Washington, June 9.—The military ex- 


pedition to Santiago is under way. It 
seems now to be a question whether the 
army trill have an opportunity to enjoy 
a share in the glory of capturing Santi- 
ago. The navy under Admiral Sampson 
has already planted the stars and stripes 
upon the shore batteries. Of course, he 
has only cracked the outer shell, but he 
will get at the kernel if he has half a 
chance. Today 27,000 men are on the 
{TUlf of Mexico sailing in the direction ot 
Cuba. 


Sampson has been ready since Mon- 


day. If troops had been at hand when 
he completed his bombardment of the 
defenses of Santiago, the first land bat- 
tle of the war would already have been 
fought and the stars and stripes would 
be floating proudly .f-rom Santiago's 
citadel; but the troops were not there. 
The dispatch fr»m Sampson announcing 
his bombardment of the forts contained 
an urgent appeal for men to effect a 
landing. . He will have to wait now until 
Saturday, when the transports from 
Tampa arrive, before he can complete the 
work which he has begun so brilliantly. 
The force which General Shafter takes, 
with him Is much larger than was in- 
tended originally. It will contain not 
only regulars but several regiments of 
volunteers; and among them is the 
Second Massachusetts. 


It is expected that the expedition will 


reach Santiago by Friday night or early 
Saturday morning, but It will take as 
long to land the troops on Cuban soil 
as it did to embark th<*rn at Tampa, and 
consequently no engagement need be ex- 
pected until neset Sunday.

selected ig near Santiago, In a sheltered 
bay, where the troublt of reaching the 
ihore is reduced to a minimum. 
Thf» 


present plan is to have the Insurgents 
rripet the American army, and General 
Shafter will command the combined 
forces. 
They will attacfi the batteries 


along the inner harbor at Santiago which 
do not yet seem to have been bombarded, 
ind when these have surrendered, as 
they certainly will after a short struggle, 
the army will proceed to Invest tfie city, 
and its surrender will, it is expected, 
follow almost if not quite as speedily. 


When the fortifications have been cap- 


tured the siege guns which are being 
'carried on the transports will be trained 
upon the ships of Admiral Cervera, • Al- 
ready his squadron has been demoralized 
by the sinking of the Reina Mercedes 
and the disablement of the VIzcaya, and 
when he finds that escape is Impossible 
and destruction certain Bte will undoubt- 
edly lower his flag. 


A large force of regulars, as well as 


many of the volunteers, which have been 
at Tampa, will be left at that point under 
the corrfmand of General Coppjnger, and 
the force which remains behind will 
probably proceed to Fernandina at once. 
That port will probably be made the 
place of departure for the military force 
Intended for the occupation of Porto 
Rico. 
This expedition will probably b« 


under the command of General Lee, 
who is at present in command of 10,00» 
troops at Jacksonville. 
This force will 


be undoubtedly transferred to Fernan- 
fllna at an early day and placed on board 
'of some of the transports, of which there 
ire about 10 waiting for the troops. It 
Is proposed to bring back some of the 
transports from the Santiago expedition 
for use in the Porto Rico expedition. 


The Invasion of Cuba proper will be 


begun with the ending of the opera- 
tions against Porto Rico and Santiago. 
That may ba a month off, but by that 
time everything will be ready for the 
landing of 100,000 men. 
Some of the 


troops which have become seasoned In 
the Santiago and Porto Rico campaigns 
will be withdrawn, and with the reserve 
force will be sent against Blanco and his 
loldiers.

of the Maine's blowing up anything but 
an "accident done on purpose," they 
sang the new song with equal readiness. 
Now they don't sing any song at all, for 
they have discovered that what they 
have revealed to newspaper men has 
been spread broadcast by the press 
throughout the country. That's what 
Ve are here for, to be sure, but I think 
if the "boys" had been more discreet 
and had not given ont information that 
might be and doubtless was useful 
to the enemy they might still be going 
in and out the big granite buildings and 
hobnobbing with the mighty "mucka- 
mucks" as of yore. But notwithstand- 
ing the friendship of John Bull, who 
allows his merchants to send coal put to 
the Spanish fleets under the gbise of 
peaceful traders, or the actively ex- 
pressed animosity of Johnny Crapaud, 
•who holds up our dispatches in the West 
Indies and compels our boats to run the 
gantlet of Spanish cruisers, we shall 
bring them all to book in the end.

Tbe Loyal South. 


As I was riding in a Metropolitan car 


the other day I saw sitting opposite me 
a rough and weather beaten farmer 
about 65 years old, who seemed anxious 
to speak to somebody. He appeared to 
hava something on his mind, and when 
the conductor came in he said to bun: 
"Say, I was married in that old church 
•we just passed—married there 40 years 
ago. Yes, sab, and what's more my four 
boys were christened there, too. I 
fought all through the wah, was wound- 
ed twice and lost all my property trying 
to keep my state ou,t of the Union. And 
now what do you think? Why, three of 
my boys have just gone off in the 
Fourth Virginny—gone to fight the 
Spaniards in Cuba, gone to fight for this 
government, sab, which their old dad 
did all he could to bu'st The best gov- 
ernment on the face of the yeartb, and 
—and—I've just been down to see 'em 
off." 
Such scenes as this are the solv- 


ents that are melting away the barriers 
between the north and south, if any 
still exist today. We are fighting for a 
principle, high as the heavens, broad 
as the earth, and no narrow sectional- 
ism shall divide us, no question of mere 
politics divert ns, from the issue at 
stake. 
The cosmopolitan character of our 


navy and the absence of sectionalism in 
that branch of our service was shown 
in the Manilla affair, for of the eight 
wounded On board the Baltimore four 
were from the west, one from the south 
and one each from the middle states and 
New England. And that gallant young 
ensign who was killed on the coast of 
Cuba—the first victim* (after the Maine's 
murdered ones) Of the war I Could fic- 
tion have invented a stranger situation 
than this, that the son of a Confederate 
soldier should have been the first of our 
roung heroes to go down in battle, to 
receive honored interment, with a sol- 
flier's grave as his last restiig place?

But became there are now new aspi- 


rants for honors, new naraea in pro- 
spective on the pension roll, we shall 
not the less remember those who pre- 
served onr country to be the instrument 
of vengeance and the liberator of the op- 
pressed. It is very gad to see the old 
war veterans march by to the decorat- 
ing of their dead comrades' graves. 
They are getting lame and halting io 
their gai», jtheie old warriors of a gen- 
eration part. Itifl just 80 years fthis 
month since Decoration day was born, 
and its birth, like that of many other 
gr«at mpmoriftls of onr history, took 
place in this city of Washington. 


It was at the Instance of General John 


A. Logan on May 6, 1868, that the fa- 
mous "General Order No. 11" was is- 
sued by the commander in chief of the 
Grand Annrof the Bepnblio inaugu- 
rating what is now known as Memorial 
day. It was sent ont from 446 Four* 
tenth street, Washington, and read* 


abiding love lor "Ulacli Jack," as ho] 
was called from his swarthy complexion, 
et black hair and mustache. I mot Gen- 
eral Logan iii Santa Fe, N. H., in the 
summer of 1883, only three years before 
he died, and his hair and mustache 
were black as night, his figure erect and 
straight as an Indian arrow, his pres- 
ence commanding and military. By a 
treak of fortune I happened to visit 
Wasfaingto* just after his funeral oc- 
curred and saw his casket in the beauti- 
tnl mausoleum near the Soldiers' home, 
covered with flowers iinrl flags, the 
offerings of his late comrades. Unlike 
most of the great commanders of the 
war, who are interred at Arlington, Lo- 
gan and Grant remain apart. 


It has been ascribed to General Sher- 


man—the remark that Logan was only 
a "political general"—but it is claimed 
by his- comrades of the Army of the 
Tennessee that he was in more real bat- 
tles than "Old Oump" ever fought, and 
that he never lost a battle in all the 
war. As Hon. Shelby F. Cullom, still 
in the senate, said when he planed him 
iu nomination for tho presidency in 
June, 1884: "I repeat, he never lost a 
battle. And when there was fighting he 
did not wait for orders, nor did he fail 
to obey orders when they were receiv- 
ed." 


lAgan and Cuba. 


When Logan was himself a senator 


from Oullom's state, he introduced a 
resolution for Cuban belligerency, claim- 
ing that even at that early day the Cu- 
ban republic v.-as such in fact as well 
as in name But two questions, he said, 
were to be considered—one, Had the 
Cubans reached a point where they 
should bo reoQgnized? The other, Was it 
the duty of the United States to recog- 
nize them now without flelay? He held 
that tbe Cuban cause hod reached such 
a condition as to demand immediate 
recognition. What would be his delight 
were he now permitted to behold the 
patriots of America battling for that 
same recognition of Cuban independ- 
ence which ho advocated so ably in the 
senate of the United States! 


And now the Army of the Tennessee 


is about to realize its long cherished 
project of a statue to their beloved com- 
mander, General John A. Logan, for 
the pedestal is already erected here in 
Iowa circle. According to the contrae 
with the sculptor, Franklin Simmons, 
made in 1889, it is one of the finest 
bronzes this capital has seen in its 
parks. It is 16 feet high, 18 feet long 
and 9 feet wide. The figures and groups 
are not less than life size, with seven 
figures to each group One of these 
groups represents General Logan taking 
the oath of office as United States sena- 
tor and the ether as major general of 
the United States army in consultation 
with the officers of his command. At 
each end of the pedestal is an allegoric- 
al figure, one representing War, the 
other Peace, and, like the1 other subjects 
of this fine composition, are symmetric- 
al and attractive. 


At present only the granite base and 


bronze pedestal are in position, but it is 
understood that they will soon be sur- 
mounted with the equestrian statue of 
heroic size. 


A Heroic Stmtne. 


It is often asked why General Logan, 


who has been classed as "one of the 
minor generals" of the war, should be 
so highly honored with what will be 
the grandest monument in the national 
capital, except that to Washington, 
while none of any kind commemorates 
the deeds of Sherman, Sheridan, Meade 
or even Grant. It has been said by those 
who profess to know that while all the 
others in'deed left relics to lament their 
departure none of them left quite such 
a "hustler" as Mrs. Logan. It is great- 
ly to her efforts that we are indebted 
for the finest'statue, if we may judge 
by the pedestal, ever erected out of 
doors in Washington. 


It is rather*too magnificent for little'

Too many parents allow their children to 
go and come from school in the belief thai 
those who send them care nothing foi 
ttielr conduct there and that they* art 
responsible to the teacher alone. The 
school exhibition is primarily to interest 
the parents in the work of the children, 
and to show them for what they Me pro- 
viding schools for the city. Bat it will 
succeed in doing far more than that. 1' 
can hardly fail to interest the parents ii> 
the wonderful advance made in methods 
of education. 


A single tour through the long lines.o 


exhibits will show that the central pur- 
pose of modern education ia to keep the 
children interested in their work without 
loss of practical results. More than that, 
the practical results are seen to depend on 
the interest aroused. Beginning with t he- 
kindergarten, the children are taught 
that there isplearnre in work, and the 
exhibits tell the gtory of the school-room, 
of interest awakened to bring oat the bes> 
efforts of the worker. This idea is carried 
through the higher grades, and the ex- 
amples shown refute the claim that 
pupils now are taught less thorough!;' 
than those of the last generation. The 
introduction of nature work, current 
events, practical 
drawing, and 
the 


changes in sach studies as history and 
geography, all illustrate the modern ten- 
dency, and make the parent regret hav- 
ing been sent to school a generation too 
•arly.

PILOTS GREATLY RUSHED BY THE 


ENORMOUS WHEAT EXPORTATION. 


A Hradrad Mora Ship. In Mid Oat of New 


York !• May Than In April— Many Com. 
In Ballast — Big Fatur* Bailnew Ex- 
pvcted— An We Feeding 


YORK, June 0.— [Special.]— The 


enormous volume of our wheat exports in 
the face of war with a foreign nation has 
called out much admiring comment from 
the world at large and proved a source of 
commendable pride on the part of Ameri- 
cans, and to one class of men, the 
pilots of this port, it has brought a great 
rush of work, coupled with corresponding 
financial compensation. Every cargo of 
wheat carried away from New York ware- 
houses means two jobs for thorn — first, 
bringing the carrying vessel safely to the 
dock, and, second, taking it out again. 


Without going at all into the details of 


the outward movement of grain, which 
has J.eon sufiieiuiitly exploited in the dis- 
patches, it may be said that it bos increas- 
ed to such an eztent within the last few 
weeks that from one-quarter to one-third 
more ships are now passing through the 
Narrows daily than before the movement 
began. 


'•In April," said Captain Sylvester, one 


of the most experienced pilots in the serv- 
ice, to the writer yesterday, "we handled 
in the neighborhood of SCO vessels. 
In 


May the number was nearly 480. That 
means a good many thousand dollars more 
earned by the members of the pilots. Con- 
tinued permanently it would mean better 
times than the fcld boom days even, and 
while we hardly expect it will keep up we 
do look for excellent business all summer 
and a continuation through the fall unless 
something unexpected happens. The early 
close of the war, we are told, would boom 
everything tremendously, and that would 
of course keep our business up. 


Present Situation Peculiar. 


"But the present condition cannot con- 


tinue because of one- or two peculiar fea- 
tures of the situation. 


Thus, while the number of outgoing 


wheat ladon ships is unprecedented, so also 
is the number of incoming ships bearing 
nothing moro valuable than ballast. I 
have novcr before seen so many steamers 
standing high out of the water coming in- 
to this port as now. Of course that can't 
go on forever — couldn't if .the world at 
large were always to be as short of wheat 
and America as long of that valuable ar- 
ticle as now — for, indefinitely prolonged, 
the sending of light ships here for loading 
would in time drain all the -rest of tho 
world of gold. 


"We pilots don't claim to be financiers 


or business experts, but from constantly 
having to do with the actual process of 
commerce we manage to pick up a few 
facts regarding its laws. One of these, as 
we understand "matters, is that in tho long 
run there Is as great a volume, of exports 
as of imports and that a rush of imports 
always follows on overplus of exports, not 
of necessity immediately, but as certainly 
as {he changes of the seasons. We there- 
fore look for a big import business within 
the next few months and feel confident 
that nothing but an undue lengthening of 
the war can put it 
off. 


'•Naturally we have all been much in- 


terested in the doings of young Mr. Loiter, 
the Chicago man who has .made so much 
money out of wheat, and naturally we 
have our own opinions about tho causes of 
the high prices and the part he has played, 


"We think that the constant procession 


of empty ships coming in here to go out 
laden with grain upsets completely the no- 
tion that his manipulations were the chief 
reason for wheat's rise. They added some- 
thing to the figures, no doubt, but not so 
much as many seem to think." 


The Harbor Closed at Night. 


A peculiarity of the "piloting business" 


at this time lies in the circumstance that, 
owing to the closing of the port at night 
for tJ?e exigencies of war, there is no bring- 
ing in of vessels between sunset and sun- 
rise. This results in a great and interest- 
ing procession of ships up the bay early 
every morning — such a procession indeed 
as can probably be seen nowhere else in 
the world and never has been seen here 
before. 


The Brooklyn bridge Is the best place 


from which to view this procession. It is 
true that it divides below tho point of 
Manhattan Island, a large portion of the 
ships passing up the North river to berth 
on the west side of the island and on the 
Jersey City shore, but the number enter- 
ing the East river is large enough to make 
a very imposing marine display. A big 
percentage ofithese vessels pass under the 
bridge to 'berths in Brooldyn and on the 
east side of Manhattan, and they can be 
observed from the heights of the bridge aa 
ships can be observed nowhere else. 


That some of the sailors on wheat seek- 


ing craft are now making their first visits 
to this port was shown by a little pan- 
tomime on board the deck of an incom- 
ing vessel observed a day or two ago from 
the footpath of the bridge. Every one 
who is at all familiar with the appear- 
ance of that structure will remember that 
it seems much lower than it really is — too 
low, 
in fact, for the masts of most ships to 


pass under, though actually of ample 
height. One of the sailors taking part in

In capitu- 
lating the garrisons were shown no mer- 
cy, aud "every atrocity which greed o£ 
rapine, wantonness of lust and blood- 
thirsty love of slaughter could devise 
was perpetrated by his express direc- 
tion." In spite of these horrors the war 
of liberation among the Dutch went on, 
end the beacon fires of freedom were 
everywhere lighted. 


Unfortunately at the time Queen Elie- 


abeth of England had re-established 
friendly relations with Spain, and the 
trading merchants and hardy mariners 
of the Netherlands were excluded from 
the kingdom. These "beggars of the 
sea," as they styled themselves, driven 
back by necessity upon their own coun- 
try, sought to establish a base for their 
patriotic operations and fell upon the 
Spanish garrisons in the Dutch seaports 
of Brill and Flushing, and, expelling 
them, raised the banner of their Grange 
deliverer. 


Alva was in time succeeded by his 


son, Don Frederic, but affairs took no 
brighter hue for the Dutch. Towns -were 
taken by assault, and in spite of Span- 
ish promises to spare life and property 
Alva could boastfully write to King 
Philip that they had cut the throats of 
the burghers and all the garrison (of 
Naarden) and had net left a mother's 
son alive. —Self Culture.

Ellis is 
dead and Ellis passed away four bqurs 
later in a hospital. 
The couple boarded with Mrs. James 


Whttwortb, the husband being employed 
at the Faulkner mills, and ths woman 
working for the United States Bunting 
company. 
They ate supper together, 


and at that time there was no evidence of 
any trouble between them. 


Mrs. Ellis, as was her custom after 


supper, assisted Mrs. Whitworth in 
washing the dishes, and the first intima- 
tion of the trouble between the husband 
and wife waa conveyed by the screams 
of the woman. Mrs. Whitworth, who 
was at the back of the house at the time, 
found Ellis and his wife struggling In the 
pantry, the former flourishing a raaor 
Mrs. Whitworth and her daughter, IB 
years old, grabbed the man and did their 
best to prevent him fr"om using the weap- 
on, while James Chadwick, who was in 
the vicinity, started In search of the 
police. 
Just what followed cannot be ascer- 


tained, as Mrs. Whitworth and her fam- 
ily refuse to say anything about tho 
matter, although they asserted that they 
were not present at the time the deed 
was done. 
James Hyland and W. F. 


Daly, who had been summoned by Chad- 
wick, entered the room and found Ellis 
and- his wife still struggling in the pan- 
try. When Ellis saw them he closed fhe 
door. 
The men smashed it in and dealt 


several vigorous blows upon Ellis' head 
with a block of wood and a milk pitcher. 
These had no apparent effect. 
Hyland 


then landed a blow with his fist near the 
temple ot the murderer, which had the 
effect of tatting the flght out of him. As 
the blow struck him Ellis relaxed his 
grip upon his wife, who fell upon the 
floor with a long gap in her throat. Hy- 
land and Daly then grabbed Ellis and 
pulled him through the door to the lawn, 
where they discovered that he had In- 
flicted a mortal Injury upon his own 
throat. 
The woman expired in a few 


moments, her last words being! 
"Oh, 


my dear." 
' Ellis and his wife were natives of Eng- 
land and had lived in this country for 
about 12 years. 
Prior to coming to 


Lowell they lived at Brldgeton, Me., 
where Mrs. Ellis left her husband on 
account of his drinking habits. He fol- 
lowed her here, and they had lived to- 
gether a little over four months, Ellis 
promising to do better. 


The only explanation that can be ad- 


vanced as to the cause of the murder 
and suicide is that Ellis had been drink- 
ing and his wife hadfceproached him for 
it, whereat he became angered and com- 
mitted the awful deed. 
He was not 


drunk at the time, however. They left 
a child of three years, who lives with 
friends at Brldgeton.

THE ALBEMARLE. 


Modelnd Aft«r tho Morrira»«, the VBly 


Ham Was au Equally Dread Destroyer. 
A I'oat Unparalleled lu the AuuaU of 
Warfare.

ANNAPOLIS, May JJO. —For many years 


the O. A. B. aud Coufederate veterans 
of this vicinity have combined to hold 
union memorial services in tho Naval 
cemetery opposite tho academy. 
The 


cemetery being a very old one, many of 
the acadwny graduates buried in it are 
of southern lineage, and no distinction 
is thought of between those who died 
under the flag as to which war they 
served in. 


Very few of the great naval com- 


manders have their last resting places 
in the Naval cemogsry. Some lie in Ar- 
lington, others in family plots beside 
the ashes of their kiudied. Neverthe- 
less this hallowed ground is a fitting 
shrine at the memorial season because 
of tho many well known names inscribed 
here. Amon# them is that of Command- 
er William Barker Gushing, whose re- 
mains were entombed m the academy 
cemetery by the request of the navy 
department A handsome sarcophagus 


TTp a Church Steeple. 


Two riggers in a western city a few 


years ago performed a feat that for dar- 
ing and steadiness of nerve equals any- 
thing OB record. 


Repairs were necessary at the top ci 


a reiy high rln»c!i steeple. There was 
no way to reach the spot from tho in- 
side, and the figgere procured a cumber 
of light ladders aad lashed them, one 
above the other, to the outside of the 
steeple. The topmost Iduuur, however,

marks the grave of this gallant young 
sailor. It was erected by his widow, 
Katharine L. Cushing of Fredonia, !N. 
T., who has also placed a monument to 
his nemory in the beautiful cemetery 
at Fredonia. A navy which ranks fifth 
in importance among maritime powers 
should have a brilliant future in store, 
but it will be long before tho record of 
this modest hero is eclipsed in its own 
field. 


When Gushing blew up the Confed- 


erate ram Albernarle, he went into the 
enemy's lines to do it 
Taking it in all 


it? bearings, it was a deed of personal 
heroism without parallel in the history 
of war. Cashing and his men wore their 
blue uniforms, they were so armed and 
equipped that there could be no mystery 
as to their errand, and they risked life 
and liberty to carry out the object of 
their most extraordinary and dangerous 
expedition. 


Only audacity in attack which should 


paralyEe the enemy or a miracle could 
save 'Gushing and his little baud. It 
should be understood that Cushing's 
part in the affair was not dne to acci- 
dent. Ho was known in both navies 
throughout the waters of North Caroli- 
na, where the ram Albernarle was a 
terror to the Federal fleet, as a sailor 
who stopped at nothing in order to get 
"the bulge on the enemy." Not by any 
means a daredevil, but one who sought 
desperate adventxires in order to stir up 
the enemy. Physically he was a Hotspur 
in courage; mentally, a Nelson in bold- 
ness. 


Previous Exploits. 


Two exploits of Cushing the same 


year in which he sank the Albemarle 
show the stuff in his make up. One 
night in February, with, a force of S3 
sailors in two boats, he ' stole past the 
Confederate batteries on the shore of 
Cape Fear river and landed in front of 
a hotel at Smithfield close to a camp of 
1,000 Confederate soldiers. With three 
others Gushing made a dash into the ' 
headquarters of ' the Confederate com- 
mander, General Hnbert, intending to 
carry him off a prisoner. Fortunately 
ior him the general was absent, but 
Cnshing took along a staff officer whom 
he found in the quarters. Although an 
alarm had been given the party was 
safely embarked and the boat again 
passed under the guns of the fort before 
a shot could be fired to hold up the dar- 
ing raiders. 


The second exploit took place a few 


months before the attack on the Albe- 
marle and was similar in nature. A 
companion ironclad ram. to the Albo- 
inarle had been repo' ted at Wilmington 
on the Cape Fear river, and Gushing 
volunteered to destroy her. He entered 
the river one night with 15 men in a 
boat. After a row of 15 miles a bright 
moonlight revealed the boat to the ene- 
my, and Cushing turned back. Dou-

of the Albenmrle. consisted of a stoam 
picket boat, with a spar torpedo of in- 
tricate device attached to the bow. A 
biif.t howitzer and the cutlasses and 
pistols iu the hands of Cashing and his 
crow of 14 men completed the array of 
weapons for offense ami defense in the 
presence of a thousand enemies. Tho 
night was dark and rainy, so that by 
good fortune the party reached Plymouth 
about 3 a. in., having eluded the Con- 
federate pickets stationed a mile below 
the ri'in on a partly submerged wreck 
lying in midstream. 


Cushing's first plan was to land and 


board the ram from the wharf. He 
knew nothing of the protection of logs 
boomed out around her, but the board- 
ing plaa VrT.<5 mora in keeping with his 
spirit of making doubly sure at whatev- 
er risk. Besides, if successful, he would 
have taken the ram down the river a 
trophy of war. By a turn of luc't tb.9 
boarding scheme was foiled. Just r.s tho 
picket boat hove within sight of the 
ram, whose outlines showed in tho light 
of a flre burning on shore, a dog barked 
and aroused the attention of the senti- 
nels along tho wharf. 


A Clone Challenge. 


Seeing a strange boat, the sentinels 


challenged, and getting no answer fired 
a musket. Suddenly all was excitement 
around the ram. Other dogs joined in 
the chorus, sentinels shouted and the 
ship's rattles sent out the alarm. Fresh 
fuel heaped upon the fires alongshore 
made the scene as light as day. Cushing 
instantly dropped the idea of boarding 
and shouted to his enginepr, "Go 
ahead, fast!" The launch was then 
pointed toward the ram, bnt on nearing 
her the brave fellow, standing upright 
in tbe bow, saw for the first time the log 
torpedo shield standing out around the 
hull. Quickly divining that the logs 
had lain in the water until they had be- 
come slippery, Gushing backed off the 
launch and, taking a -wide sweep, -went 
at the obstruction with all steam on. 
The launch glided over, but just then a 
volley of shots from the ram greeted the 
daring raiders. At the same time a 
primer on the ram snapped, showing 
that a cannon had missed fire. Cushing 
stood all this time in the prow of the 
launch. Two Confederate shots struck 
his clothing and one grazed the wrist 
which held a lanyard that was to ex- 
piode the torpedo. In the other hand he 
held a line which moved the torpedo 
spar, and around his neck was a. third 
line used to signal his orders to the en- 
gineer below. 


As the launch neared the Albemarle 


Cnshing, with true Bailor gallantry, 
called out: "Leave the ram! We're go- 
in;j to blow you up!" Oushing's head 
was not ten feet from a Confederate 
cannon when he lowered the spar under 
the ram's overhang. A jerk at the line 
detached the torpedo from the spar, and 
when Cushuig felt the shell throbbing 
against the iron bowels of the doomed 
leviathan he pulled the trigger line 
•which exploded the charge. 


Wreck of the Bam. 


The explosion was riot violent in 


sound, but heaved o<ut a column of wa- 
ter which sxvarnped the little launch. 
The ram careened and settled. Just as

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The Major Generals to Whom Is 


Intrusted the Conduct of the 


Land Campaign Against 


the Wily Dons.

Contrary to trie general expectation, command, as it ia called, bat responsi- 


there is a prospect that the army has 
hard work ahead in driving Spain from 
her colonies. At the present time the 
troops ready to take the field number 
as many as were ever got together for a 
single campaign during the civil war. 
Given troops, the next requisite is able 
leaders, and in this respect the country 
is most fortunate. Allies, Merritt and 
Brooke, in the order named, stand in 
the same relation to our armies as 
Grant, Sherman and Sheridan did at 
the close of the civil war in 1S65. 


For the present situation 1S61 offers 


no parallel with respect to leaders. The 
majority of those who came to the front 
then had never held rank above that of 
captain. A few had reached the rank 
of major. The colonels were advanced 
in age or were not the kind of men for 
leaders of large bodies. Today there 
are in the field three major generals of 
the regular army who have handled 
large bodies of troops in battle—name- 
ly, Miles. Merritt and Brooke—and three 
major generals of the volunteer rank 
whose experience in the civil war was 
even better than that of those now hold- 
ing' the regular rank. These are Wilson, 
Wheeler and Fitz-Hugh Lee. 
Besides 


these six there are five major generals 
of the volunteer rank who hold the rank 
of brigadier general in the regular 


ble to the civil and military head of the 
nation—that is, to the president and the 
general in chief. Owing" to the distance 
of the Philippines from the actual head 
of the army circumstances may arise in 
which the commander of the army there 
will report direct to the president 
through the secretary of war. 


The Army of Cuba will have a com- 


mander independent In some of his 
functions, but more or less under direct 
control of the general in chief, whether 
or not the latter continues with the 
troops in its actual contact with the 
enemy. 


The commander 'of the Army of the 


Philippines will also be assisted by a 
major general acting as second In com- 
mand and who will at times be the 
virtual head of the troops in the field. 
Therefore in directing the 
forces In 


both islands at least four major gener- 
als will be occupied with planning and 
manipulating the movements of tha 
fighting troops rather than In leading 
columns in battle. 


It is not among the major gener- 


als who direct the armies that we are 
to look for the Sheridans, Custers, 


commands under the generals in cmef 
on both sides were divisions. The Con- 
federates did not form corps d'armees 
until they had brought together large 
forces to copa with the great armies of 
the enemy—that is, late in 1862. 


Two divisions may constitute an ar- 


my corps. There are usually three, but 
seldom more than three, permanently 


1 attached to one corps. The division Jt- 
1 self is made up of two brigades or more,- 
but the usual formation is three bri- 
gades. A brigade comprises from four 
to six regiments and numbers from 3,000 
to 5,000 men. Hence a division numbers 
from 7,000 to 10,000 men and a corps 
d'armee from 15,000 to 20.000. 


The Idea of an army corps is that it 


shall be in Itsslf a small 'army. Where 


place.and if one of these also goes down 
the third directs the entire force. But 
it is not simply for the training of army 
commanders that the corps are consti- 
tuted. The corps must be in itself a 
tremendous bolt of war. 


A glance at the records of the corps 


commanders now in the field shows 
that in point of experience they are 
ideal for the work in hand. The same 
may be asserted of those handling ar- 
mies. Miles did not reach the position 
of corps commander during the civil 
war except temporarily, but he com- 
manded a crack fighting division in one 
of the best corps of the army for over a 
year. In every place assigned him, from 
captain to major general, he was an all 
round soldier and leader. 
Merritt held high commands in the 


field under Sheridan. He commanded 
a cavalry division over a year and in 
the last campaign directed the entire 
cavalry force of Grant's army at Pe- 
tersburg. Brooke's highest permanent 
command in the field was a brigade, 
but he at times led a division. 


Lee, Wilson and Wheeler each led 
what was called a corps of cavalry. 
The term corps as applied to cav- 
alry has a different meaning from that 
intended in speaking of infantry. The 
mounted force operating with an army 
is placed under one leader and is known 
as the cavalry corps. Lee commanded 
a division in Stuart's cavalry corps 
over a year. On the death of Stuart he 
assumed command of the corps for a 
time and then led his own division as 
an independent command. In the last 
campaign he commanded all the caval- 
ry of the Army of Northern Virginia. 
Like Miles, Lee showed himself to be

rels at his expense. He was the life 
and soul of the conflict on the Confed- 
erate side at the battle of Trevilian 
Station, where Sheridan suffered une- 
quivocal defeat and was forced to retire 
his cavalry upon Grant's main lines. 
In the Appomattox campaign Lee never 
shirked a fight with Sheridan's strong 
so.uadrons, although his wornout band 
was no match for the fresh and well 
equipped enemy, but he was literally 
mobbed by the troopers in blue ac the 
wind up. The gallant but forlorn de- 
fense of Five Forks, the key to Peters- 
burg, was due solely to Fitz-Hugh Lee's 
energy and courage, so also the action 
at 
Appomattox which drove back 


Grant's infantry and opened the road 
for the Army of Northern Virginia to 
reach the courthouse. 


As for Wilson, whose career in the 


north offers some parallels to that of 
his frequent antagonist, Fitz-Hugh Lee, 
it is doubtful whether there was In the 
Federal army another leader who ac- 
complished as much toward scoring the 
final result as did he during the 12 
months of his cavalry service, from 
May, 1864, to May, 1865. He led a di- 
vision under Sheridan in the campaign 
from the Rapidan to the James and aft- 
er the siege of Petersburg began ex- 
ecuted one of the most daring and suc- 
cessful raids of the war in the east. 
With 0,000 troopers he passed the out- 
posts and rushed 100 miles Into the ene- 
my's lines. After destroying 36 miles of 
the railroad between Petersburg and 
Lynehburg, the main line of supply for 
the besieged in Petersburg, Wilson 
darted away south and west to the road 
between Pachmond and Danville. That 
important feeder was destroyed for 30 
miles and stripped of all equipment and 
stock. 


News of this daring raid brought to 


the field all the mounted men of the 
southern army on the James, and the 
militia of the invaded territory rushed 
to arms. Every crossroads had its guard, 
with guns in position, and when the 
raiders turned on the back track the 
third day of their ride it was with 


for Nashville, and at the decisive battle 
of Nashville, in December, his cavalry 
had a position in the line, charging 
breastworks and redoubts with the In- 
fantry, duty never before assigned that 
arm of the service on important fields. 


After Thomas' victory over Hood at 


Nashville Wilson pursued the Confed- 
erate columns, including Forrest's com- 
mand, to and beyond the Tennessee and 
picketed that river all the winter fol- 
lowing so sharply that there wasn't a 
foray worthy of the name north of its 
banks. At the end of March. 1865, he 
took his gquadrons in hand for a raid 
through Alabama and Georgia. The 
force under him was a heavy one in 
numbers, about 13,000 sabers, but It was 
a comparatively new command, having 
been hurriedly drawn together during 
the excitement of the Hood scare the 
previous autumn. Wilson's chief oppo- 
nent in the field was Forrest, the one 
man in the saddle who had never found 
his match as a raiding, fighting caval- 
ryman. Forrest mustered 7,000 men, 
the pick of his veteran followers, the 
nardlest and best trained soldiers under 
arms at that date. 


Wilson's great southern expedition 


had for its object, as planned at army 
headquarters, a demonstration in favor 
of an attack by another and a larger 
force upon the Confederate stronghold 
at Mobile, but the gallant leader made 
the enterprise something more than a 
mere parade of forces. He turned it 
into a fighting campaign, which result- 
ed in the destruction of Forrest at one 
swoop, the capture of Selma, Ala., done 
by a mounted charge upon breastworks, 
and the speedy conquest of Alabama 
and Georgia. Thus there was no south- 
west open as an asylum for the Con- 
federate government when driven out 
of Virginia. How these raiding troop- 
ers took town after town and fort after 
fort, finally heading off and capturing 
the Confederate cabinet, is well known 
history. All this was done by a leader 
still in his twenties. 


In the little band of devoted adher- 


ents of the fallen president gathered in 
by Wilson at the close of that great 
raid was a t'oeman worthy of his steel 
General Joseph Wheeler, another of our 
new corps commanders. Wheeler ant 
Wilson were equals in age and in some 
respects in their achievements as war- 
riors. One can fancy that Wheeler fel 


Jacksons, Stuarts and Hancocks of the 
war against Spain.

Their dead bodies were gathered 
together, a huge pile of wood was heap< 
ed upon them, and they -were burned t< 
ashes. This fearful act of barbaritj 
stirred the Texans to intense wrath and 
implanted in their breasts a fierce thirsl 
for vengeance. On April 19, 1836, Gen. 
eral Houston, with about 700 man, gavi 
battle at San Jacinto to Santa Anna 
with nearly three times the number o| 
Mexicans, and, in spite of the disparity 
of numbers, Houston's little force swept 
the Mexicans like chaff before the wind 
It was more a slaughter than a battle. 


Just before the assault of the Teyani 


was made on the army of Santa. Anna 
Houston addressed his soldiers in a fer- 
vid speech, closing with the words; 
"Remember the Alamo!" These word) 
fell upon the ears of the Texans wit! 
wonderful effect. Every soldier in th< 
little army at the same instant repeat- 
ed the words "the Alamo" until the? 
became a shriek for revenge that strucl 
terror to the souls of the Mexicans 
When the battle was over, it was found 
that only 70 Texans had been killet 
while 630 Mexicans were left dead on tht 
field. 
"Remember the Alamo!" was evidenti 


ly a battlecry that not only nerved th« 
arms of the avengers, but paralyzed 
the resistance of the Mexicans. 


The answer of Commodore Stockton to 


the Mexican governor of California 
when we took possession of thai coun- 
try is wortii recalling. "If you march 
upon the town" 'bos Angelec), threat- 
ened the governor, "you will find it the 
grave of youi rr.»n." 
"Tell the governor," said Stockton, "to 


have the bells ready to toll at S o'clock 
in the morning. I shall be there at thai 
time." 
Commodore Tatnall's "Blood is thick- 


er than water!" won grateful recogni- 
tion in England in 1S59. Seeing- the Brit- 
ish admiral, Sir James Hope, in a tight 
place under the fire o£ Chinese forts, 
Tatnall gallantly came to his rescue.

Vertical writ- 
ing, now taught in almost all schools, 
was besua here only last September, and 
several examples are given of the pen- 
manship of pupils written just before the 
change and after a few months of prac- 
tice. The style used hsra is designed by 
Superintendent Hall, and is one of the 
neatest styles of vertical writing, with 
letters square in general 
outline, but 


rounded prettily and very legible. 


The kindergarten exhibit is the most 


tastefully amnged of any and a teacher 
is constantly in attendance to explain the 
different kinds of work. 
The children 


begin with siiuple building of blocks and 
pasting of colored designs. Easy Weav- 
ing and stitching follow, and the work of 
the older pupils shows the results of the 
training th«y receive in the harmony of 
colors, original inception of design and 
skill in manual woru. Clay moulding is 
aiso a feature of the work, which is in- 
taresting both to pupils and to visitor*. 


Tbe manual training department shows 


the work of about 120 boys in joining and 
carpentry. 
It is not generally 
known 


that there is a manual training depart- 
ment in the local schools, but tbe boys of 
the eighth and ninth grades have an 
opportunity in a room in the normal 
school, the state furnishing tbe room, 
benches and, tools and the city paying 
part of the- teacher's salary. 
This work 


i« the most practical of any in the ex- 
hibition and is excellently done. 


The work of hUtorj is made timely 


with studies of the present war, and 
geography 
includes not only study of 


Madagascar 
and Bindoostan, 
but

Berkshire, 
the Natural 
Bridge 
and 


Qreylock. There Is not space to speak of 
all the branches, but the same excellence 
is shown everywhere. 


When it is remembered that these are 


not »n9clm*ns of special work done, but 
are examples of the regular work of the 
schools, the satisfaction of parents will 
be greater at tbe character of it. The 
"old-fashioned branches" are not neg- 
lected. 
But the idea throughout is to 


give the pupils a chance to become really 
interested m their work, and to show 
originality in the way they do it.
